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Tible and genteel, and Nature, as we have 
iaid, had given him a very agreeable Pcr- 
ibn. He was likewife a very bold Fellow, 
jand as he really behaved himfelf every, 
.way well enough, while he was at Gibraltar^ 
jthere was forage Degree of Intimacy be- 
licween.him and Booth. 

When the Siege was over, and the addi- 
cbnal Companies were again reduced, 7r^«/ 
retunied to his Wife, who received him 
.with great Joy and Affedtion. Soon afta* 
tthis an Accident Jiappened, which proved

Buttho'bycomwonLaw tbetAttor«yi»W 
honourablyacciaiiiled ^ ytt as coixhsoii dfmfe 
jntnifefted to every ime situ he ^ms &^^ 
he unhappily loft his Reputacioiv aaid <$f 
Confequencc his Bufmcfs ; the Chagrin of 
.wfakh lutcer fooii patan £nd to^haa life. 

This Proftcution had been attended with 
a very great Eicpence •, for beftdes the or- 
dinary Gofts of avoidiiig the Gallows % 
the Help of the Law, ttere was a wry 
high Article of no iefs than a thcu^itd 
Pounds paid down to remove oot of the 
Way a Witnefe, againft whom there wat 
no Ic^l Exception. The pow GeadettiM 
had befuies f«ffei:ed fome LoflfesifiBwlW 
i^fs ', fo that to the Surprife of all his 
Acquainwnec, when his Debts weie ptfid 
there remained no more than a fmall Eft^^ 
of fourftx>re Poux^ a Year^ which he 
fettled upon his Daughter, far out of the 
Reach of her Hafband, and about two 
hundred Pounds in Money. 

The old Gentleman had not long been 
in his Grave, before Traa fet himfelf to 
confider Jerioufly of the Sute of his Af- 
fairs.

Many other Pfcrfbns however, grfeatly 
differed from him in this Opinion. A- 
mongft the reft was the illuftrious Peer 
of amorous Memory. This noble Peer 
hayiQg therefore got a View of Mrs. Trent

OccaHon; the Rage and Confufion of 
the Wife, or th^ Perplexity in which my 
Lord was involved. We will omit there- 
fore all fuch Matters,, and proceed diredly 
to Bufinefs, as Trent and his Lordftiip 
did foon after.

frent came to attend his Lordllilp juft 
srfcet Mrs. Aikinfon had left him.

As loon as Bi>otb was gcMie to his. Ap- 
;poincnieQ^ with this Man, Jm^ia imef^^ 
d lately betook herfelf to her Bufinefsiif^ 
the higheft jRefoliuion. . She packed. i;^ 
jiot only her own little Trinkets, and thofe 
of the Children, but the greatdl Parp of 
,heK own poor Cloa^hs, (for ihe was. but 
barely provided) and then drovie in a H^c^- 
jiey- Coach to the fame Pawnbrok.er*s, who 
.had before been* recommended to her by 
Mrs* 4tk:nfin. This worthy Peribnogered 
to, lend h^r fb very little on her QsK>d9>> 
(not tlie fourth Part of their Value) th^ flwe 
was not able to raife the Sum flie wanted. 

This dejedied. the poor Womw^ tOitte 
Jpweil Dtgreo in theWofJd,. and. Ac oow 
determined to fell them outright y but \MOr 
fortunately flie knew not to what Market 
to carry them. In this Diflrefs, it luckily

This Threat (he reckoned would moft,- 
certainly terrify poor Booth -, and indee4 
iht was not miftakch; for I believe it 
would have been impoffible, by any other 
Menace, or by any other Means, to have 
brought him once even to balance in his 
Mind on this Queftion.

This iQentJeman therefore came tQ Vlj^i 
Murphy^ .^4 4f^r ihewip^ him ^h'at he 
had it in his Power to convi(fl him of the 
aforcftid Crime, very generoufly told him 
tbajt he h^d tkp% the leait Delight in bring- 
ing any Man to Deilruftion, nor the leaft 
Animolity againft him. AH that he in- 
cited upon was, that he would not live 
in the feme Town or County with one 
who had been guilty of fuch an Aftion. 
He then told Mr. Murphy that he 
MrQuld keep the Secret oh two Conditions ;

This h^penM while the DoSjor was 
abroad, and with all this, except the

The Dodor at his Return hearing that 
Mr. Murphy was gone, applied to die

Now as by Means of the Surgepn*s 
leaving the Door open, the DoAor heard 
Murphy*^ Voice (naming Rohinfm peev- 
ifhly, he drew foftly to the Top of the 
Stairs, where he heard the foregoing Dia- 
logue; and as foon as Murphy had ut- 
tered his laft Words, and was moving

accelerate his Face ; and ihav,ing the iStart
